Then Father Gapon sent a final and striking 
appeal to the Tsar himself to meet his people 
this afternoon at the Pulace. It may be that this 
was the Bureaucracy's last chance. - A bold and 
sagacious ruler, by granting the request, might 
have averted a crime, and even prevented civil 
war. The Tsar met this crucial moment, fraught 
with the gravest issues, by deciding to remain in 
safety nt his Summer Palace of ‘Tsarskoe Selo, 
sixteen miles away. Thus a collision became 
inevitable.

Chinese Mandarin as Plaintiff.—In the Chancery 
Court, before Mr. Justice Joyce, an action for breach of 
contract was brought by his Excellency Chang Yen Mao, a 
Chinese Mandarin of the Red Button, against Mr. C.

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Mine Disaster in Wales.—An explosion at the 
Elba Colliery, Gowerton, Glamorganshire, has caused the 
death of ten men and severe injuries to twelvg others. 
The explosion occurred at one o'clock in the morning, and 
it was at first feared that all the fifty men working on the 
night shift bad perished. Rescue parties descended, and 
for forty-eight hours the work of removing the débris 
continued. Seven dead bodies were found, most of them 
charred and crushed almost beyond recognition. Three 
other men subsequently died from their injuries.

If you want it you must work for it, 
and if you want to keep it you must keep on 
working. Don't expect to develop the bust in a 
few weeks and then expect to keep it without 
proper attention. If you see any results in three 
months' treatment you nre doing well. 

Don't expect a lotion for tan to remove it so 
that it will never return. When you take treat- 
ment for any of these troubles give them a fair 
chance. Don't get impatient. 


Face Creams. 


These are of several sorts. The most common 
form is known as a cold cream. The object of 
this is to soften, whiten, and protect the skin. | 
It is cooling when the skin is irritated, hence 
its name. ‘These are all made with oils, either 
animal or vegetable, or both. For this reason 
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cold creams should not be used if your skin is 
oily. The one I prefer is known as Agnine cold 
cream. Massage creams differ somewhat from 
cold creams. Their object is to feed the skin. 
For this reason they contain still more oil, and 
this is in a form most easily absorbed by the skin. 
These creams both contain some form of anti- 
septic as a rule, not only to keep them, but for 
the effect on the skin itself. ‘There is a special 
form of Agnine cream made for massage pur- 


poses. For oily skins a cream without oil is 
necessary. One of the best of these is glycerine 
cream. It will protect the skin as well as a cold 


cream would, and is slightly drying—just enough 
to counterbalance the excess of oil. Lemon and 
almond cream is another of the same sort that 
is excellent.

the protection which is thus afforded. The sheets are 
sold in lengths 20 yards long and 6 ft. deep, with brass 
eyelets and cords for fixing to hurdles, and, at a slightly 
increased cost, the cloths are made rot-proof. 


Gapes in Poultry. 

It is thought that gapes are gained by drinking bad 
water. All fowls prefer drinking trom a puddle of dirty 
riin-water to any vessel or clean spring water. The oppor- 
tunity should not, therefore, be afforded them. Begin i 
cleanhness, with a liber! use of disinfectants (such as 
carbolie powder), and the separation of the affected chicks 
from the others, are the only means of prevention, The 
ground is said to become tainted with the germs of this 
disease, so it js as well, where possible, to avoid putting 
chicks where those with gapes have been. There are several 
cures, One is to allow the birds to drink only boiled water, 
given cold, and with a piece ef camphor in it. Another, to 
put a teaspoonful of the following mixture in each pint of 
water, supplying it in a glazed earthenware vessel for pre- 
ference: Dissolve two ounces of sulphate of iron in sixty 
drops of sulphuric acid, and when it has stood for twenty- 
four hours mix it with two gallons of water, afterwards

Eider Ducks. 

The common Eider or Bt. Cuthbert's duck is capable of 
domestication, and although it is rarely met with in 
captivity, specimens have existed for severa! years in the 
Zoological Gardens of London. They have occasionally 
been known to nest on the islands off the coast of North- 
umberland, and have beeu seen even further south during 
very severe wintry weather; but their home is in more 
Arctic regions, such as Greenland, Iceland, Norway, and 
the adjacent countries. The northern shores of Russian 
Siberia and the corresponding latitudes of North America 
are also the breeding-places of the Eiders, Eiders are 
naturally marine birds, and, although adults will live and 
thrive satisfactorily on fresh-water ponds, the young cannot 
he reared successfully v: zt salt water. Asto the ducks 
being very productive of eggs, this is erroneous, as a nest 
consists of from four to six eggs, ‘and it 1s questionable if 
the females lay more than two batches in the season, May 
to July. Eiders ere strictly monogamous. The market- 
price of the down is from ten shillings to fifteen sbillings a 
pound; bnt it should not be forgotten that not more than 
three-quarters of an ounce of down is found in one nest.

Invari- 
ably we have ourselves obtained, and have seen others 
obtain, the finest from land that has been well 
matured. We say that, in the early stages of pea growth, 
it does need nitrogen other than that which itcan ultimately 
obtain through the growth and decay of the nodules. This 
being so, we advise all market growers who want to make 
this crop pay to give to the land a good drevsing of well- 
compos manure. ‘There is one other advantage in tbe 
liberal use of farmyard manure — i.e, that soils which 
contain a good supply of humus in this form are always 
more retentive of moisture in a dry season than are those 
that are short of this.substance. Every grower knows how 
this crop is affected in its pod-filling by a run of dry 
weather in the growing season.
